Pilots Modest After 
Kansas Incident 


HUGOTON, Kas. (AP) — Two 
pilots guided a flaming airliner 
with 49 persons aboard to a p er­ 
fect landing in a wheat field yes­ 
terday, then brushed off th e 'feat 
as an ordinary job. 
The 
Braniff 
Airlines

came down with one of its four 
engines gone and a 
wing 
in 
flames. Only one passenger was 
injured. 
Chief Pilot Jack Stanford com­ 
mented tersely: 
“The only sensible thing to do 
was land.” 
Minutes after the 45 passen­ 
gers 
and four crew 
members 
•curried out, flames consumed 
virtually the entire plane. 
Neither Stanford nor co-pilot 
John Beakley, both of Dallas, 
Tex., would take credit for the 
extraordinary job. They had lit­ 
tle to say. 
But O. R. Stites, an Oklahoma 
City lawyer who was a passen­ 
ger, described the landing “as 
smooth as any I ve ever seen.” 
Describes Situation 
He gave this description: 
“I was sitting on the right side 
about two seats back of the wring 
when I noticed fire around tile 
right inboard engine. I called the 
stewardesses and they went for­ 
ward to tell the captain (Stan­ 
ford). 
“He came back, took one quick 
look and told us to fasten our 
safety belts. Then he banked the 
plane to put the stress on the op­ 
posite wing and started down. I 
judged we were about 6.000 feet 
above ground then. 
“About halfway down the mo­ 
tor fell off.” 
“No one talked at all. I guess 
they were too scared, just like 
I was.”

„ SEATTLE (AP)—Kansas rules the world of collegiate basket­ 
ball today and big Cly de Lovellette wears the crown. 
The Jay hawks won the NCAA title in convincing fashion last 
night by downing St. John’s of Brookly n 80-68 in the championship 
finale of the 1952 play offs. 
Lovellette, keeping up a terrific scoring pace with the champ­ 
ionship chips down, led the way with 33 points. His record-break­ 
ing performance brought him the designation as most valuable 
play er of the tourney . 
The Kansas conq uest came after Illinois won third ranking by 
downing Santa Clara 67-64 in the 
consolation game: Kansas had 
beaten 
Santa 
Clara 
and 
St. 
John’s had upset Illinois in the 
semi-finals. 
Kansas, which was rated eighth 
by the nation’s sports writers in 
the 1952 Associated Press poll, 
never gave the Redmen of St. 
John’s a chance in the pay off 
game. Lovellette put the Kansans 
in front with an opening free 
throw and they stay ed there all 
the way . 
The Jay hawks set up an iron 
defense that kept the Redmen in 
check so they never were able 
to 
keep 
a 
sustained offensive 
clicking until the final period. It 
was the only one in which the 
losers held a scoring edge. 


MEANWHILE, Lovellette kept 
firing his deadly 
pushups 
and 
hook shots to run up a dozen 
field goals along with nine fre? 
throws. 
Guard Bill Lienhard and For­ 
ward Bob Kenny added a dozen 
points each as they shared the 
sharpshooting role with Lovell­ 
ette, and Guard Gene Kelley was 
a sparkplug on the floor. 
The 6-foot 
9-inch 
Lovellette 
ran his four-game NCAA play ­ 
off scoring total to 141 points. He 
had broken the old record of 33 
points in the first three games.

We 
heard of this one at a luncheon 
in New York to introduce a new 
weather-proof salt. 
The salt defies dampness and 
humidity, flowing freely at all 
times. Harmless moisture-absorb­ 
ent calcium silicate has been add­ 
ed, rainproof ing each tiny grain 
of salt. This seems to be the so­ 
lution to clogging, lumping and 
sticking of salt. 
Now back to the chicken fry. 
Fried Chicken 
Dry pieces of frying chicken 
between towels. For each pound 
chicken, mix Va cup flour, Va tea­ 
spoon paprika, h teaspoon salt, 
and Vs teaspoon pepper; place in 
papier bag. Drop in chicken, a few 
pieces at a time, and shake until 
well coated. 
Fry chicken in sizzling hot fat, 
Va to Vz inch deep, in heavy skil­ 
let until lightly browned on both 
sides.
